To oyorcomo 
this t<eriou8 ol)slaclo so as to adrait of 
tho feuccossful working of tlio fiats or 
moadowB, tho company propose to 
in vest their meuiiB in steam -ongineH 
and other appurauis which ciuionly 
be procured at a heavy outlay of ready 
money. To procure the iit-'cossary 
capital it is rcquiied tliat more than 
ordioary inducements should be held 
out, bnd pomothing like a certainty of 
profit guaranteed, for what ciipilalint 
would bo found willing to invest his 
meaoB la any undertaking except a 
reasonablo prospect of snccess was as-> 
Bured? Again, there has cot been, 
nor vill there be, any attempt made 
td aggregate the shares in a few band^ 
to tba ezclnsion of tho many. The 
idea is absurd and prepostorons. The 
immense outlay of capital required to 
open ont the mine, or even to prospect 
it, ioruisbes the best guarantee tliat 
the sliarea will be thrown on the mar- 
ket, and that all who wish may enjoy 
an opportunity of investing either lao 
bor or money in the enterprise, for let 
it be over borne in mind that tho pro- 
jectors of this scheme aro already 
deeply iniorosted in tho pronperitj of 
the Colony — that apart from the 
furthoranco of thoir individual in^. 
terests they have cogent rousoii to 
urge them to seek tho ijcneral pros- 
perity of every man or sot of men in 
the ooontry ; and that it will bo both 
their aim and interest to include among 
the Bhareholders every class ojmprised 
therein.

The Merchants and 
Traders are unable, witbout great loss ol 
time and ezpence, tt obtain ot the hands of 
the Courts t'lat opeedy redress without 
which tho Coiutncrciiil fiitorests must sulfi-r. 

11 a Merchrjnt rei-idiog io Victoria di sires to 
enforce Lii righla iigainst a person residing 
on tho Maii'l lud of IJrit'sh Columbia, ha la 
coinpalled to p ocerd to . the Mui-jLind for 
that purpose. Ue there saea bis debtor in 
the Supremo Ooort of tho Mainland, and it 
l e obtains a Jodgment, Ihe debtor imme- 
diatt-ly rc-tnoves his property to Vancouver 
Island, and by tbi-i means cotupula his cre- 
ditor to sno a jaiu in the Court of the Island, 
on fie jud;;mei t .-io obtained on the .Main- 
land, ua t'lO judgment) of that Court do not 
extend bayood the limits of tbe origioal 
jurisdiction.

WASULsaroN, January 23 J.~ Tho following 
is the naiuraliziuion proiocol ehoniug tho 
principles ogrced upon by the United States 
and British QoTernmems on Ihe question of 
naturalization ; 

Ttio unilerBignod, R'jvordy John=nn, Esq , 
Envoy 10x1 ruordinary ard .Minister Plenipo- 
teritiury Irom tha United States of Aine.iua, 
und Edward Henry, Lord Stanley ot BioUur- 
siiil], her Uritionio Majeety's principal 8eorc- 
lary of Slate lor Foreign Atlairs, biiog resx 
peo>ively aatborlzsd and empowered to place 
on record tho desire of the President of the 
Uoiied Slates of America and her Mnjotty 
tho Queen of tho Uniiod Kingdom of Gieal 
Britain and Ireland, to regulutj the citizen- 
ship of citizens of the United Stitoa of 
America who havo emigrated or may cmU 
grulo Irora the United Slutea of America lo 
UritiBh Dominions, and of Britlah eubjocts 
who havo emigrated or may emigrate Irum 
the BritiBh domlDions to Ihe United StaUa 
ol America, have agreed upon tbe following 
protocol :
